37 CFR 1.111.: Newly submitted claims 27-28 axe directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: The originally examined claims were directed to a composition comprising extracts and/or parts of 
the phinl Vitex agnus-castus. The newly presented claims are directed to methods of repelling arthropods. Therefore, the originally 
presented invention is directed to a product and the newly presented invention is directed to a process of use. It is known in the prior 
art that compositions comprising extracts of vitex agnus castus can be utilized for treating acne. (See Gardiner, Chasteberry (vitex 
agnus castus), Longwood Herbal Task Force, Published 05/1 1/2000). For the foregoing reasons the newly presented invention is 
independent and/or distinct from the invention originally claimed. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 28-42 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. Therefore, no claims remain directed to the 
constructively elected invention and the reply filed on 02/14/2008 is deemed not fully responsive to the Office Action mailed on 
1 1/15/2007.
